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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of 
the prior art of record fairly disclose or render obvious the claimed 
electrodeionization module, in particular the DC power comprising the transformer, 
phase-controller and autotransformer which together control the DC 
voltage/current output according to fluid temperature, fluid flow rate, fluid quality 
or variances in the AC source or in the construction of the EDI module. 

The prior DC power converters fail to teach this combination of structures 
to control the DC voltage/current based upon the sensed conditions.
